I am not responsible for the 
statement and no matter how 
absurd it might seem it is none 
of my business. It is just as it 
is and the thing happened just 
like it did and it would be use- 
less and a waste of time for me 
to contend or reason about it.

lt is stereotyped on the pages of 
history and all I need to do is to 
read it and let it remain.

My time is too precious, as I use 
it in the service of the Lord, to 
use it in analyzing words and 
phrases. The statement is plain, 
and I pass it by, and accept it as 
it is, whether 1 understand 1t or 
not. Take another person that will 
do the same way and we will have 
no division about it by attempt- 
ing to express our opinions. 

Six men inclined to analyzing 
and passing their judgments on 
things can have a half dozen 
opinions about the one simple 
verse of Scripture and when they 
each have settled the matter 
according to their own opinions, 
the innocent unwary little verse 
remains just like its author 
wrote it and means just what 
was intended. The six different 
opinions do not change it an 
iota. - 

Opinions and divisions go to- 
gether. It is the opinions people 
have of the Bible that make the 
divisions. Let water baptism 
alone and keep the opinions out 
of it and people will not be 
divided about it. When it comes 
to the reading, it- always reads 
the same way. ‘There is no 
thought of change until some- 
body begins to form an opinion, 
and when this is yielded to there 
can be studied out many forms 


or modes.

At last the flames are extin- 
guished, the bodies dragged out 
and laid in a row awaiting their 
friends and relatives to identify 
them.

One 
almost uninterested party walks 
up and expresses it as his opinion 
that that is the body of Sallie 
Chappel. A second walks up 
and expresses it as his opinion 
that it is Margery Bragg. A third 
and a fourth likewise express 
their opinions. But the dead 
woman’s name still remained 
Sarah Brown in spite of all the 
opinions expressed. 


The same is true of the Bible.

Well if opinions do no good, 
what is the use to have them.

In giving instructions about 
matters pertaining to the work 
and service of the church Paul 
seems to abhor the very thought 
of division. He says plain out, 
‘*Mark them which cause divis: 
ions.’’ He seems to think it an 
awful thing for Ohristians to 
get divided. He beseeches that 
those who are guilty of causing 
divisions shall be marked, as if 
they are extremely dangerous. 
(Rom. 6:17.) ‘ 

In continuing his instructions 
he adds more to it than to merely 
mark the pesky fellows. He 
says, ‘Mark them which cause 
divisions and offences contrary 
to the doctrine which ye have 
learned, and avoid them. For 
they that are such serve not 
our Lord Jesus Christ.’? (Rom. 
16:17,18.) 

Now Paul has certainly said 
something. This scarcely needs 
any explanation. It reads clear. 
The doctrine! Well, of course 
they had learned the apostles’ 
doctrine. Modern opinions were 
not in vogue then. But Paul 
saw there was danger of opinions 
coming in. It was his aim to 
nip them in the bud. So he 
says to mark the first man that 
begins to pull-off from the doc- 
trine and cause division because 
right then he is not a servant of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

This indicates that Jesus does 
not favor divisions. In His 
wonderful prayer He prayed that 
they which believe on Him may 
all be one. He is against divis- 
ions. Paul was against divis- 
ions. The Bible teaching in gen- 
eral does not favor divisions. 
It discourages opinions. It up- 
holds a ‘Thus saith the Lord.” 
And keep your opinion out: of it 
while you read it. All who read 
the thirteenth chapter of John 
with their opinions blocked out 
of the way so they caunot be 1n- 
fluenced by them will join in the 
feet washing service institut- 
ed by our Lord.

During the last thirteen years 
a few men have rose up in our 
midst and undertaken to inaug- 
urate some new policy and head 
a sedition, but as many times 
such men have gone down in de- 
feat. Some have been put out 
of the church and are scarcely 
heard of any more. Some have 
gone down entirely and are ruin- 
ed apparently world without end. 
Some have died and others met 
with serious misfortunes, and 
not one ever succeeded in ac- 
complishing his purpose. 

Many so-called Pentecostal 
movements have gone to the 
wall, and their leaders have 
fallen in disgrace or ill-repute, 
or died and probably saved ‘*yet 
so as by fire,’? and many others 
are crumbling according to state- 
ments of those whom it is suppos- 
ed know, but thé Ohurch of God 
stands like a Gibralter Rock and 
is unshaken by storms of opinion 
or threats of men. There may be 
some within her walls that are 
planning her downfall, or trying 
to invent some scheme to dis- 
gruntle some of her members and 
thus gain some advantage, but if 
so, such person or persons will 
meet the same fate of all others 
who have tried similar projects. 

Some people do not seem 
to understand this institution. 
They do not believe itis linked 
on to the original Ohurch of 
which the apostles were all mem- 


bers, and Jesus Himself estab-. 


lished on the rock. They re- 
gard it as a new institution and 
brand it as being like other in- 
stitutions of modern times. But 
they may see their error when 
too late if they do not become 
willing to bow down before the 
great Head and acknowledge they 
do not know things as they 
onght. (1 Cor. 3:18.) 

He who undertakes to over- 
throw or divide this institution 
now after it has grown to such 
vast proportions will have no 
little task. It was severely tried 
and tested when it was weaker, 
but the same power that helped 
us through then is still on His 
throne. It is His institution. It 
is His Ohurch. I’m sure He will 
look after its interests and em- 
power those of His. choice to 
lead to vietory in every con- 
flict. He will give wisdom. 
He will direct. The ten thousand 
members are determined to stand 
true and follow their Leader, 


think people will 
actions like drunken men when 
they are full of the Spirit. 


Were it not for another Scrip- 
ture, however, this interpreta- 
tion might be abandoned. But 
on the day of Pentecost when the 
one hundred and twenty were 
filled with the Holy Ghost they 
were evidently accused of being 
drunken, because Peter said, 
“These are not drunken, as ye 
suppose.’’ (Acts 2:15.) Some 
had said, ‘*These men are full of 
new wine’’’ (Acts 2:12.) But 
Peter denied it and said it was 





no Holy Ghost. In my way of 
looking at it | would rather have 
the Holy Ghost and no wisdom 
than to have wisdom and no 
Holy Ghost. But Solomon would 
seem to differ with me for he 
says, ‘‘Wisdom is the principle 
thing; therefore get wisdom.”’ 
(Prov. 4:65.) 

Ido not object to Solomon’s 
expression for His day, but if he 
were here now I’m sure hs would 
be wise enough to accept the 
Holy Ghost and wisdom, similar 
to the Seven. And the Bible 





only the fulfillment of the pro- 
phecy of Joel—the pouring out 
of the Spirit on the flesh. 


When people are flooded with 
the Spirit and overpowered by 
Him, as recommended by Paul, 
they may go through some pecu- 
liar performances, but it is not 
expected that they wi!l remain 
in that condition all the time. 
It is expected that they will 
know how to behave themselves 
(1 Tim. 3:15) when the special 
outpouring ceases and they be- 
come natural again. It is one 
thing’to have the Spirit actuate 
the body, and another thing to 
have it under your own control. 


It is the Holy Spirit in contro! 
of the vocal organs when one 
speaks with other tongues as the 
Spirit gives the utterance. This 
does not require the use of the 
mind only as the mind follows 
and comprehends what is going 
on, And this is just as real as 
if some one should take your 
hand and shake it and move it 
about. But the Spirit does not 
keep such control all the time. 
He leaves a person to himself a 
good deal of the time and here 
is where wisdom is needed. 


When the apostles decided to 
have seven men chosen to take 
their place in some business mat- 
ters they advised that men 
be selected that were full of 
the Holy Ghost. and wisdom. 
(Acts 6:3.) There were several 








with probably few exceptions, 
and we know He will direct in 
such a way that He can have her 
robed and ready to present to 
Himself when He comes.

The greatest of all facts is God. 
From Him all things spring. In 
Him everything has its origin. 

God is our nearest relative, 
our closest friend, our greatest 
benefactor. 

The imprint of His hand is on 
everything about us, both ani- 
mate and inanimate. The opera- 
tion of His power is seen in all 
the laws and regulations that 


govern the race and the world | 


and heavens above. 

Without God everything would 
fly back into oblivion in a second 
of time. Alliskeptin existence 
by the continued operation of 
His power. Truly God is ‘fall 
and in all.’’ 

“God is love.’’ All of His 
operations are based upon this 
foundation. Out of love He 
created all things, through the 
principles of love He controls 
and governs all His creation. 
Out of the eternal love of His 
infinite nature He holds His 
creatures in existence, so that 
life itself is a gift of His love, 
and all the endless blessings that 
are showered upon them to sus- 
tain and make happy ccme from 
the same infinite love that He 
possesses for His own workman- 
ship, and this love will last while 
the eternal ages roll, for God 
has declared that He loved 
His people with ‘‘an everlasting 
love;” however, those who spurn 
and reject that love will receive 
none of its benefits or blessings 
beyond the tomb.

God deals with 
individuals, with classes, with 
localities, with states and na- 
tions. Many do not,will not,see, 
but God is working all the 
same. 

There are thousands of what 
men call ‘‘accidents,”’ ‘thappen- 
ings”? “‘occurrences,” etc., that 
men think God has nothing to do 
with; yet the trnth is God is 
working through all these things, 
has the control of them, and is 
accomplishing some purpose or 
other, that is hidden to the eyes 
of most men. It is true that the

They do not have the personal, 
Almighty God before them, as 
an intelligent, active helper, 
present always to work for them; 
their feeling is that God is away 
off ‘some where and they do no

| We are more familiar with

|place, but they become very

ing, listening and ready to help 
you. 

God Almighty 1s to be obeyed. 
He has given commands. These 
are the most binding; on their 
obedience hangs life itself. In 
|obeying them is the evidence of 
our devotion to the God of truth. 
Jesus said, ‘*Every man that is of 
the truth heareth my voice.’’ 
John 18 :37. 

No greater evidence of going 
away from truth could be found 
than to refuse Gud’s Word and 
be a follower of men or theories 
contrary to the Spirit of God, 

No matter what men say, God’s 
Word must be first. “If they 
speak not according to this word 
it is because there is no light 
in them.” Light and truth go 
together and proceed from God. 
All other sources give only dark- 
ness, no matter what is the 
claim or profession. ‘‘He that 
is of God: heareth God’s word, 
ye therefore hear them not be- 
cause ye are not of God.’’ John 
8:47. 

The evidence of our having the 
true God and the truth, is the 
love cf God in our life. 1 John 
3:17—19. The truth of the gos- 
pel known and professed gives 
us a spirit that is unlike the 
world. Love,patience, kindness, 
humility, unselfishness, Ohrist- 
likeness in all things. One who 
has not the fruits of the Spirit, 
and the disposition of Jesus 
Christ, could have no way of 
proving himself a follower of the 
truth. ‘‘How dwelleth the love 
of God” in one who has not the 
outward manifestation of it?
